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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Brandon  and  Byshottles  Urban 
District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

At  the  Census  taken  in  1901,  the  total  population  of  your  district  was  found 
to  be  15,573.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1910  I estimate  the  population  to  be  18,862, 
and  in  the  middle  of  the  year  18,674.  The  rates  in  this  report  are  based  on  the 
latter  number. 

The  area,  in  acres  is  about  6,683.  The  district  is  long  and  narrow, 
extending  about  six  and  a half  miles  from  east  to  west  and  is  about  If  miles 
broad.  It  is  hilly  and  divided  into  five  wards,  the  East,  West,  North,  South  and 
Centre.  The  East,  South  and  Centre  adjoin  each  other  and  are  the  most  populous  ; 
the  North  and  West  are  isolated.  The  district  is  a coalfield,  the  upper  strata 
being  of  sand,  gravel  and  clay.  The  houses  are  situated  principally  on  the  slopes 
of  the  hills  and  are  in  a good  position  for  natural  drainage.  They  are  not  crowded 
together  and  the  streets  are  wide  and  open  providing  for  free  ventilation. 

244  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  being  a decrease  of  20  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  19  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  public  institutions  beyond  the 
district.  The  deaths  were  at  the  rate  of  13’066  per  thousand,  those  under  5 years 
of  age  (117)  being  at  the  rate  of  6 ’26  per  thousand,  and  those  over  5 years  (127) 
being  at  the  rate  of  6-g  per  thousand. 

The  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  (19)  were  at  the  rate  of  102  per  thousand 
of  the  population  Infant  mortality  rate,  143  per  thousand  births  registered. 
There  were  85  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year.  This  rate  is  a little 
higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  but  is  below  the  average  for  the  past  ten 
years. 


The  Phthisis  death-rate  was  '69  which  is  slightly  below  the  rate  in  the 
previous  year  and  also  the  County  rate.  There  were  13  deaths  from  Phthisis  and  7 
from  other  tuberculous  diseases.  The  Respiratory  death-rate,  excluding  Phthisis 
(50)  was  2 67  per  thousand. 

Nine  Inquests  were  held,  and  there  were  six  uncertified  deaths. 

594  births  were  registered  during  the  year.  Of  these  308  were  males  and 
286  were  females.  The  births  were  at  the  rate  of  31 '809  per  thousand  which  is 
below  the  average  rate  for  the  past  ten  years,  34‘305.  579  were  legitimate,  and  I5 

illegitimate.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

100  cases  were  notified,  being  less  than  a third  of  the  number  in  the  previous 
year.  Of  these  60  were  Scarlet  Fever,  17  were  Enteric  Fever,  13  were  Diphtheria, 
and  10  were  Erysipelas.  The  Scarlet  Fever  was  distributed  as  follows  : in  the  East 
Ward  there  were  22  cases,  one  fatal ; in  the  West  4 ; in  the  North  11,  one  fatal ; 
in  the  South  8,  and  in  the  Centre  15.  Enteric  Fever — there  were  5 cases  in  the 
East  Ward,  6 in  the  West,  2 in  the  North,  2 in  the  South,  one  fatal,  and  2 in  the 
Centre,  one  fatal.  Diphtheria — of  these  cases  5 occurred  in  the  West  Ward,  two 
fatal  ; 2 in  the  North  Ward,  both  fatal  ; 3 in  the  South,  two  fatal  ; and  three  in 
the  Centre  with  two  fatalities.  Erysipelas — 1 case  occurred  in  the  East  Ward,  2 
in  the  West,  one  in  the  North,  2 in  the  South,  and  4 in  the  Centre. 

As  in  former  years  infected  premises  were  visited  by  your  Inspector  and 
myself,  instructions  were  given,  and  disinfectants  were  supplied.  101  houses  were 
stoved. 


42  patients  were  removed  to  the  Hospital,  34  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever} 
7 from  Enteric  Fever,  and  one  from  Diphtheria.  30  of  the  whole  number  were 
removed  from  the  East  and  Centre  Wards.  There  were  two  deaths,  one  from 
Scarlet  Fever  and  one  from  Diphtheria,  The  Hospital  was  in  use  during  the  year 
up  to  17th  November  but  was  not  required  from  that  date  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  being  a smaller  number  of  patients  during  the  year  the  Hospital  was 
able  to  accommodate  them.

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The  Hospital  is  unsuitable  for  the  treatment  of  more  than  one  disease  at  a 
time  and  is  insufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  district.  The  question  of 
providing  increased  Hospital  accommodation  should  receive  the  urgent  consideration 
of  your  Council,  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  a new  and  more  up-to-date 
Hospital  without  further  delay. 

There  was  one  death  from  Whooping  Cough  but  none  from  Measles  during 
the  year. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

All  the  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  in  your  district  have,  during  the  year,  been 
inspected,  being  34  in  number,  in  which  were  housed  i07  cows.  The  following 
defects  were  found  : — four  with  dirty  inside  walls  and  floors,  one  choked  drain,  one 
detective  drainage,  and  one  with  defective  water  supply,  and  one  byre  generally 
defective  and  insanitary.  Notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  and  most  of  the 
defects  have  been  remedied. 

Your  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops  Regulations  have  been  revised  and 
a print  of  the  Regulations  has  been  passed  on  by  your  Council  to  the  Local 
Government  Board  for  confirmation.  One  of  the  chief  alterations  to  such 
Regulations  is  the  fixing  of  600  feet  of  air  space  per  cow  as  the  minimum  standard. 
No  tuberculous  cows  were  discovered.  A large  amount  of  condensed  milk  is  used 
in  the  district. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  institutions  have,  during  the  year,  all  been  inspected.  Three  nuisances 
were  detected,  notices  served  and  the  faults  remedied.  No  unsound  or  diseased 
meat  was  noticed,  and  consequently  no  seizures  made.  Generally  speaking,  they 
have  been  fairly  well  maintained,  kept  clean,  good  water  supply  and  all  refuse  and 
garbage  collected  and  removed  after  killing  operations.  The  three  chief  slaughter- 
houses in  your  district  are  in  connection  with  the  Co-operative  Societies  of  Meadow- 
field,  Waterhouses  and  New  Brancepeth,  which  are  fairly  modern  in  their 
construction  and  well  kept. 

There  are  a few  cases  where  the  Slaughter  House  is  badly  situated  being  too 
near  dwelling  houses,  and  where  the  killing  is  done  either  in  the  shop  or  in  close 
proximity  thereto.  Such  arrangements  are  neither  desirable  nor  up-to-date,  and 
have  attached  to  them  many  disadvantages,  which  can  be  best  overcome  by  the 
erection  of  Public  Abattoirs. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging  of  ash -closets  and  ashpits  which  is  done  by  contract  and 
which  has  been  in  the  hands  of  thirteen  contractors  has  been  fairly  well  executed. 
However,  it  has  been  necessary  to  serve  seventy-two  intimations  upon  the 
scavengers,  all  of  which  were  promptly  attended  to.  A great  improvement  is 
being  effected  by  the  substitution  of  the  ash-closet  for  the  privy-midden,  inasmuch 
as  the  ash-closets  are  cleansed  and  disinfected  every  seven  days,  there  being  less 
nuisance  when  scavenging  and  less  accumulation,  and  are  generally  much  more 
sanitary. 
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Excrement  disposal. — The  refuse  is  spread  on  the  land  for  manuring 
purposes,  and  the  drier  portion  is  deposited  on  the  Council’s  Tips.  House  refuse  is 
removed  with  the  above  and  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS’  INSPECTIONS. 

During  the  year  all  the  workshops  in  your  district  have  been  carefully 
inspected,  including  five  factories  and  one  bakery,  being  27  in  number.  Six  sanitary 
defects  or  nuisances  were  detected  and  the  usual  notices  served  for  their  abatement, 
three  with  insufficient  or  defective  conveniences,  one  defective  dram,  one  dirty  w.c., 
and  one  workshop  with  dirty  walls.  These  defects  have  all  been  remedied.  No 
overcrowding  was  detected.  The  industries  observed  are  chiefly  : tailoring,  dress- 
making, millinery,  boot-repairing,  joinery  and  blacksmithing.  The  principal 
workrooms  are  in  connection  with  the  Co-operative  Societies  at  Meadowfield,  New 
Brancepeth  and  Waterhouses,  which  are  in  good  condition  and  afford  ample 
accommodation  for  the  employees. 

THE  SUBSTITUTION  OF  ASH-CLOSETS  FOR  ASHPIT  PRIVIES. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  this  work  is  progressing  fairly  rapidly.  At 
the  pace  we  are  going,  in  about  two  or  three  years  the  privy  system  will  be  a thing 
of  the  past  L 9 L 0 has  been  a record  year  in  this  branch  of  work.  No  less  than 
367  ash-closets  of  good  and  modern  construction  have  been  substituted  for  the 
privy-midden,  making  a total  of  1,357  for  the  past  five  years.  And  in  LOO  instances 
yard  premises  have  been  paved  with  cement  coucrete  during  the  past  year. 

SCHOOL  STREET,  LANGLEY  xMOOR,  AND  FRONT  STREET. 

In  these  streets  there  are  60  houses,  and  legal  proceedings  were  instituted 
against  the  owners  some  12  months  ago  requiring  them  to  remove  all  the  privy- 
ashpits  and  substitute  ash-closets  and  cement  the  yards.  This  work  has  now  been 
completed  by  the  owners,  roughly  speaking,  at  a cost  of  about  £600.

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Notices  served  have  been  in  regard  to  insanitary  conveniences,  accumulations 
of  manure,  overcrowding,  cowsheds,  structural  defects  and  foul  condition  of 
dwelling  houses,  slaughter  houses,  obstructed  drains,  defective  yard  paving,  and 
insufficient  water  supply,  etc. 

NUMBER  OF  HOUSES,  etc.,  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  in  your  district  3,423  dwelling  houses. 
2,450  ash-closets  of  modern  construction,  50  water-closets,  and  634  ashpit  privies. 
All  new  buildings,  with  rare  exceptions  are  furnished  with  ash-closets,  it  being 
considered  that  with  ready  scavenging  they  are  the  most  suitable  for  the  district) 
especially  so,  seeing  that  the  greater  part  of  the  district  is  composed  of  colliery 
villages. 


HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION  AND  GENERAL  INSPECTION 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

In  mid-summer  the  Council  with  their  Officers  made  a general  inspection 
of  the  district,  chiefly  with  a view  to  ascertaining  the  general  character  and 
condition  of  the  house  accommodation.  All  the  colliery  companies  (being  the  chief 
owners  of  property)  were  interviewed  by  appointment  and  the  question  discussed, 
with  the  result  that  one  large  Colliery  Company  for  Brandon  have  deposited  plans 
for  the  erection  of  thirty  good  five  roomed  houses,  which  are  already 
commenced  with,  and  arrangements  are  practically  made  for  the  sewering  and 
draining  of  the  whole  village.  Also,  at  New  Brancepeth  eight  houses  have  been 
structurally  improved  and  a new  system  of  drainage  is  being  put  down  for  the 
East  side  of  the  village.  Also,  at  Waterhouses,  ten  back  to  back  houses  have  been 
converted  into  live  good  through  houses  and  fourteen  more  improved  in  light  and 
ventilation. 

One  house  has  been  closed  as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

Fifty-six  new  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year 
OVERCROWDING. 

Twenty-six  notices  have  been  served  and  thirteen  abatements  effected. 
There  is  still  much  overcrowding  in  the  district  resulting  from  very  large  families 
and  insufficient  house  accommodation.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  over  50  new 
houses  have  been  erected  during  the  past  year  the  demand  for  houses  is  still 
greater  than  the  supply. 


SEWAGE  WORKS. 

During  the  year  the  Disposal  Works  in  your  district  have  been  kept  well 
attended  to  and  almost  free  from  complaint  from  the  County  Authorities.  The 
Secondary  Filters  at  Littleburn  continue  to  give  excellent  results  and  tne  Surveyor 
hopes  to  have  these  works  extended  during  this  summer  in  order  to  deal  with  the 
sewage  from  Langley  Moor  and  Grove  Terrace  district.

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SEWERAGE. 

At  New  Brancepeth  Colliery  the  following  sewers  have  been  laid  to  replace 
open  channels  as  suggested  by  the  County  Council  : — 

160  yards  of  9 inch  sewer. 

440  yards  of  6 inch  sewer  with  14  manholes. 

At  Esh  Winning  240  yards  of  6 inch  sewer  has  been  laid  and  5 manholes 

built. 


At  New  Brancepeth  many  of  the  connections  have  been  made  to  the  new 

sewer. 

Brandon  Colliery. — In  this  district  nothing  has  yet  been  done  to  replace  the 
open  channels  with  closed  sewers. 

Sewage  is  all  dealt  with  before  reaching  any  river  or  stream  and  they  are 
not  polluted  in  any  other  way  that  I know  of. 

PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS  ACT. 

Side  Station  Avenue  has  been  made  up  under  this  Act  at  a cost  of  £87,  and 
the  road  from  Station  Avenue  to  Commercial  Street  has  been  put  in  order  at  a 
cost  of  £425  Whitwell  Terrace  is  now  in  a proper  state  of  repair  having  been 
dealt  with  in  a similar  manner  at  a cost  of  £292.  Since  the  adoption  of  this  Act 
some  9,000  square  yards  of  road  surface  and  1,900  square  yards  of  Concrete  Flags 
have  been  laid. 

During  1910  Plans  for  114  new  dwellings  have  been  submitted  aud  approved, 
69  have  been  erected  and  54  occupied.  The  Sunderland  Bridge  Hotel  has  been 
rebuilt,  alterations  and  improvements  have  been  made  to  existing  farm  buildings 
at  Burnigill,  and  Stand  Alone,  and  a new  Cow  Byre  has  been  erected  at  Littleburn. 
Bath  Rooms  and  other  sanitary  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  many  parts 
of  your  district. 


BRANDON  JOINT  HOSPITAL  BOARD. 

The  new  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Shincliffe  Mill  is  in  course  of  erection  and 
will  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  month.  It  is  a galvanized  iron  structure 
and  will  afford  accommodation  for  twenty  patients. 

CEMETERIES. 

During  1910,  68  interments  have  taken  place  at  Meadowneld  Cemetery  and 
51  at  Waterhouses.  In  the  latter  Cemetery  a new  plan  of  grave  spaces  has  been 
prepared  showing  that  548  full  spaces  9 by  4 feet  are  still  available.  These  may 
last  for  5 or  6 years  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  enlarge  this  Cemetery. 
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The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  good  and  continuous,  being  obtained  from 
the  Weardale  and  Consett  Water  Company,  and  is  laid  into  the  houses  It  is  an 
upland  water  of  very  soft  nature,  but  to  prevent  its  plumbo-solvent  action  a certain 
amount  of  lime  is  dissolved  in  it  daily,  the  quantity  of  lime  being  lj  cwts.  to 
2,000,000  gallous  of  water.  Frequent  examination  of  the  water  has  proved  it  to 
be  satisfactory  from  this  point  of  view.  There  has  been  no  case  of  lead  poisoning 
in  the  district.  A few  isolated  places  and  farm  houses  draw  their  supply  from 
Springs 

The  water  is  now  supplied  to  Brandon  Village  by  electric  power,  and  the 
supply  is  at  all  times  satisfactory  under  the  new  working 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  nor 
under  Section  117  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

There  are  no  common  lodging-houses,  and  no  tenemented  property  in  the 
district,  and  no  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  it. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  public  elementary  schools  is  satisfactory,  and 
all  have  a good  and  abundant  water  supply.  The  medical  inspection  of  school 
children  is  conducted  by  one  of  the  School  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Council. 
Children  suffering  from  infectious  disease,  or  living  in  an  infected  house,  are  not 
allowed  to  attend  school. 

No  system  of  notification  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  in  operation, 
and  no  action  is  taken  in  these  cases.  No  hospital  accommodation  is  provided, 
I would  recommend  that  all  houses  be  disinfected  by  your  Council  after  they  cease 
to  be  occupied  by  a phthisical  patient. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  is  in  force  in  your  district  and  one 
health  visitor  is  employed  in  performing  the  duties  of  the  Act.  She  states  that  she 
has  been  well  received  and  that  her  advice  has  been  appreciated  and  often  acted 
upon.  Also  that  the  majority  of  infants  are  either  partly  or  wholly  artificially  fed 
after  the  first  week  or  so  and  in  this  direction  she  is  able  to  use  her  influence  with 
good  results.  There  has  been  marked  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  many 
of  the  houses  visited  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  several  cases. 

The  number  of  infantile  deaths  was  85,  being  six  more  than  in  the  previous 
year  when  it  was  79.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  143  as  against  124  in 
the  previous  year.  The  increase  is  due  to  the  increased  number  of  deaths  from 
Bronchitis  and  Meningitis.  The  rate  although  higher  than  last  year  is  lower  than 
the  average  rate  for  the  past  ten  years  which  was  170.
